thamologist, the “big wheels” in the 
Communist 
party 
along 
with 
physicists, scientists and Soviet 
athletes have a slightly better stan­ 
dard of living than the average 
citizens. But, added Dr. Chambless, 
even their best standards are not up to 
middle class standards in America. 
“ They couldn’t understand our 
freedom and independence,” Dr. 
Chambless explained. “They like the 
way they live. They think that’s the 
way it should be.’’ 
Russian doctors are very, very 
poor, according to the 
Planoite. 
Ninety percent of the doctors in the 
U S.S R. are women, but all the 
doctors in top positions are men. 
Medical procedures and facilities in 
the Soviet Union are also very dif­ 
ferent from those in America. All 
medical care for Russian citizens is 
paid for fully by the state. 
“They are a long way behind in 
some (medical) techniques we feel 
are very im portant,” said Dr. 
Chambless. “They do have excellent 
equipment 
but 
the facilities 
are 
terribly bad. 
The crumbling old 
buildings looked like they were 
something out of the 1920’s. The 
quality of care was good for people in 
the hospital but overall care was poor. 
It might take a patient six months just 
to get an appointment.” 
When Dr. Chambless walked into a 
small hospital room with his Russian 
counterparts, about IO or 12 patients 
immediately stood at attention at the 
foot of their cots to await examination 
by the doctors. 
“They are told what to do and they 
do it,” commented the opthamologist. 
“One patient was on the operating 
table and he moaned a little because 
the anesthetic was bad. They stopped 
the surgery and chewed him out for 
moaning!” 
Dr 
Chambless feels that, after 
viewing the state-financed medical 
care in Russia, American health care 
would suffer if national health in­ 
surance was instituted here. 
“Our quality would suffer,” he 
explained. “The need to take care of 
large num bers of people strain 
facilities so much.” 
The four American doctors did not 
spend all their time working. They 
stayed in the world’s largest hotel— 
the Rossia—which has 5000rooms (“It 
looked very nice but it was very un­ 
com fortable,” 
Dr. 
Chambless 
remarked).

their

professional activities, the 
Americans saw the Bolshoi 
ballet, toured the Kremlin, 
visited the Russian circus 
(which featured an act with 
trained cows), heard a 
concert in Tchaikovsky’s 
own concert hall, and viewed 
Lenin in his tomb. 
“ There was a very long 
line at Lenin’s tomb,” Dr. 
Chambless said. “ You had to 
be very quiet, keep your 
arms by your sides and look 
straight ahead. It was a very 
religious experience for the 
Russians.” 
Lenin’s body is encased in 
a refrigerated glass tomb. 
According to the Plano 
doctor, the Russian leader 
looks "like he died just two 
days ago.” 
Photographs of certain 
persons and buildings were 
strictly forbidden. M ilitary 
installations, 
soldiers and 


the interior of the Kremlin 
could not be photographed. 
Women who worked as 
laborers could not have their 
pictures taken by tourists 
either. Dr. Chambless said 
that there were just as many 
women working in con­ 
struction as men and that 
“ they looked even stronger 
than

men! 
There’s 
definitely 
‘eq uality’ 
in 
Russia.”

perience, but it’s no place to 
go for fun and I wouldn’t go

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Gardeners 
Can Reap 
Benefits 


Feeling a little overweight 
or creaky lately? Your gar­ 
den can be a very great help 
to you, in many different 
ways. 
I suppose the most obvious 
physical benefit one derives 
from the garden is the ex­ 
ercise your body receives 
while gardening. But with a 
little thought, much greater 
conditioning can be had from 
your gardening. 
My wife this year has taken 
a keep-fit ballet class, and 
since the spring I have 
noticed her in the most pecul­ 
iar positions while in the 
garden. Bending over a plant, 
she will sometimes adopt a 
deep squat, knees held wide 
apart. Another time she will 
work on one foot, the other leg 
held outstretched behind her, 
toes nicely pointed. 
I imagine the idea is to 
gently stretch the body as you 
work, thus toning muscles 
and making each joint of the 
body more supple. Some ex­ 
perts contend that you are as 
young as your connective tis­ 
sue, which means that the 
more loose and supple you 
become, the younger you 
become. 
Your vegetable patch holds 
vast resources for the person 
who would like to trim off a 
few pounds and inches. In 
most cases the food Nature 
provides us, in the state she 
provides it, gives best value 
with no extra calories. It's 
when we overcook it, refine 
it, grind it into powder, in- 
stantize it and cover it with 
thick sauces that Nature’s 
gifts become dynamite to our 
well-being. 
Vegetables picked fresh 
from the garden, steamed 
until they are just crisp-ten­ 
der (we use a spaghetti-type 
cooking pot so the vegetables 
are held above the water, or 
cook waterless), and served 
flavored with lemon juice, 
soy sauce, Worcestershire 
sauce, or chopped green 
onion provide maximum nu­ 
trition without the extra calo­ 
ries of butter or cream sauce. 
Delicious low-calorie, 
homemade vegetable soups 
can be made with a meat 
base if you take your Toast 
bones or soup bones, add twil­ 
ling water and simmer for 
several hours with salt, 
lemon juice, herbs and 
spices. 
The trick is to drain the 
stock and discard any bits 
you don’t want in the soup, 
then cool it, refrigerate it and 
lift off the fat that forms on 
top. Thus easily you can have 
a fatless soup. Just add 
chopped vegetables, and 
cubed potato for a slightly 
thick soup, instead of using 
fattening flour. 
Our favorite soup is mine­ 
strone, started with the bones 
of a pork roast. Onion, garlic, 
tomato, celery especially 
make for a nice Italian-type 
soup. Borscht, a gorgeous 
beet soup, is another worth­ 
while recipe to investigate. 
Both these soups we cook in 
large quantities and freeze 
for the winter. Into the 
borscht I put every garden 
vegetable, including onion 
roots, and tops, broad beans, 
carrots, dill, peas and so on. 
The very ultimate in low- 
calorie nutrition has got to be 
gaspacho, a mixture of gar­ 
den vegetables with garlic, 
including cucumber and to­ 
mato, whirled in the blender 
wifii beef broth and tomato 
juice — uncooked. 
A word about fruits from 
the garden. Again, as Nature 
provides them, they are not 
fat-making. It’s the stuff we 
load them up with, such as 
die thick syrup used in many 
tins of fruit. We get around 
this by bottling our fruit with 
plain water, perhaps with a 
teaspoon of honey added per 
quart. 
Sugar 
is 
NOT 
necessary to preserve fruit in 
the jar. 
If you find yourself hope­ 
lessly addicted to creamy 
sauces and cream with fruit, 
try yogurt. I bought my wife a 
little yogurt maker for her 
birthday. It makes five small 
jars of yogurt. A very creamy 
yogurt can be made by add­ 
ing powdered skim milk to 
the 2 per cent (low fat) milk 
used for the yogurt. Now we 
enjoy garden fruits, fresh or 
bottled according to the sea­ 
son, each morning atop 
creamy yogurt at about IJS 
calories per cup, compared 
with 485 calories for sour 
cream. 
Yogurt can also be used as 
a substitute for sour cream in 
sauces and for potato top­ 
pings, in scalloped potatoes 
and salad dressings, for dips 
and atop pancakes with fruit.

ASK DOC GARD NER 
by NEIL SPERRY 


Dear Doc: Several potato 
plants in our garden have 
fallen over, with black, 
mushy stems. Is this root 
rot? What can we apply? 
It sounds like black leg, a 
stem disease that’s most 
com m on in w aterlogged 
gardens. Fungicide d ren ­ 
ches might help, but not 
nearly so much as simply 
improving the drainage. 
Dear Doc: How can we 
confirm we have fire ants? 
How do we control them? 
Imported fire ants are 
dark and sm all, hardly 
bigger than a pin head. They 
closely resem ble native 
species of ants, though their 
mounds are generally much 
larger, often a foot or two 
tall. When disturbed even 
slightly the ants “boil” from 
the mounds by the hundreds. 
This is especially bad for 
pets and children who fall 
into the mounds. 
Stings are painful and soon 
becom e 
infected, 
often 
leaving scars. Chlordane is 
cleared for individual mound 
treatm en t. 
M irex 
bait, 
though no longer readily 
available, can also be used. 
Dear Doc: With our prized 
century plant now in flower, 
we hear it will die as soon as 
it’s finished blooming. Is this 
true? Is there any way to 
prevent it? 
It is true that the main 
plant will die back to the 
ground, but you’ll have 
many side shoots which you 
can divide and transplant. 


Dear Doc: How come our 
squash won’t set fruit? Lots 
of blooms, but no squash. 
S e v e ra l 
p o s sib ilitie s. 
Squash bear both m ale 
(straight floral stem) and 
female (swollen floral stem » 
flowers. Check to be sure 
your plants are bearing 
som e 
fem ale 
blossom s. 
Often squash 
will 
bear 
nothing but male flowers for 
the first couple of weeks. Be 
sure, too. that you have 
ample bees. If you’ve used 
sevin on your squash bugs 
you may well have killed off 
your pollinators. You can, in 
emergencies, pluck a male 
flower and tran sfer the 
pollen yourself. Finally, 
later in the season, you’ll 
find your squash may shed 
many small fruit. Sort of 
nature’s way of keeping it 
from overextending its ef­ 
forts. 


Dear Doc: We brought a 
large pecan tree (l l feet tall) 
early this spring. It’s not 
leafed out yet, but there’s a 
v igorous shoot coming up out 
of the ground. Should we 
leave it or take it back for 
our 50 percent refund? 
Take it back. And apply 
that 50 percent refund to the 
cost of a new tree half as tall.- 
You’ll probably find it will 
recover and 
grow 
much 
more dependably. That root 
sprout you have is from the 
seedling 
rootstock, 
and 
chances are about 99 or IOO 
that it will be quite inferior. 


Landscape Needs 
Colorful Accents

Colorful accents are the 
finishing touch of any good 
landscape. 
Unfortunately, 
though, they’re too often 
neglected or even ignored. 
Block after block of North 
Texas landscapes really 
suffer the “ blahs” now until 
frost. 
Just a 
few well placed 
accents could give us all a 
new outlook on life. Let’s 
outline ideas. 
Color from many forms: 
Most folks think of flowers 
when 
they add color to 
landscapes. 
Indeed, floral 
color often gives most of the 
least effort. But don’t forget 
the fine color obtainable 
from fruit, leaves and even 
bark. 
Even the nonliving parts of 


the landscape bring with 
them their colors. 
Struc­ 
tures, walkways and garden 
accessories all have their 
own colors. To minimize 
visibility select or paint with 
subdued, natural tones. Use 
b righter colors to m ake 
things stand out 
Green 
is 
the 
begin­ 
ning: Green is the foundation 
building block of every 
landscape In turf, shrubs, 
ground covers and trees, 
green acts as the unifying 
agent to tie the landscape 
together. Always remember, 
the farther you depart from 
plain basic green, the more 
dram atic the impact. 
Mass colors for impact: 
One of the tricks landscape 
planners use for maximum 
effect from their plantings

Dear Doc: We bought a 
whole flat of coleus and 
planted them into a large, 
shady bed. Now they’re all 
blooming. 
Must 
we keep 
them pinched off as a friend 
has suggested? 
Definitely. Coleus allowed 
to bloom and go to seed soon 
exhaust their resources. 
Dear Doc: Does a weeping 
willow with numerous wings 
of tiny holes all over the 
trunk have borers? What 
should we do? 
That’s birds, not borers. 
The yellow sapsucker, 
a 
woodpecker relative, to be 
exact. They offer no threat, 
no cause for concern. 
Dear Doc: What can be 
done to rid soil of a spilled 
bag of fertilizer? Nothing 
has grown in the spot for a 
couple of months and it’s too 
big to remove all the soil. 
Will rainfall and watering 
eventually get rid of it? 
Yes, w ater’s your answer. 
Flood the soil frequently and 
thoroughly. Takes me back 
to my school days when I 
made my broad jumping line 
with am m onium n itrate. 
Right in our backyard. No 
grass all season! 
W rite

Sum m er 
is a 
critical 
period for recently planted 
shade and ornamental trees, 
so they often need special 
care to withstand hot, dry 
weather, says a landscape 
horticulturist with the Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
“Water is the prime need 
of young trees during the 
summer season since a great 
deal of moisture is iost from 
the leaves and ste m s,” 
points out Everett Janne. 
“Since young, transplanted 
trees have a limited root 
system, they can only use 
water close by. If this soil 
area 
becom es 
dry, 
the 
leaves wilt, turn brown and 
drop. 
D eath 
of 
m any 
branches or even the entire 
tree can follow ” 
Janne suggests watering 
at regular intervals all trees 
planted within the past year. 
If the soil is sandy, water 
about once a week; if it is 
clay or loam , thorough 
watering every IO days to 
two weeks should suffice. 
Using an open-end hose, 
regulate the water flow so 
there is no run-off and let it 
run until the soil around the 
tree 
is 
sa tu ra te d 
To 
determine whether or not 
you are supplying the proper 
amount of water, take soil 
samples between waterings 
at depths of 12 to 18 inches; 
the soil should be moist but 
not muddy. 
“ Insect control is also an 
im portant 
p art 
of post 
planting care of tre e s ,” 
notes the h o rticulturist. 
“ Since 
even 
a 
light 
in­ 
festation can cause severe 
damage to a newly planted 


tree, 
control 
m easures 
should be taken promptly 
w hen insects are found. This 
means applying appropriate 
insecticides according to the 
m anufacturer's 
instructi­ 
ons ” 
P ro m o tin g 
s te a d y , 
vigorous growth through the 
proper use of fertilizers once 
trees are established will 
reduce the chance of insect 
dam age, especially from 
borers, adds Janne.

Spray when wind is low so 
m aterials don’t blow away 
Spray when humidity is not 
extrem ely high to lessen 
chances of leaf burn from 
pesticides 
—Grapes are the world's 
leading fruit crop, says 
Texas 
E xtension 
hor­ 
ticulturist 
Jerry 
Parsons. 
They 
account

greatest tonnage of fruit 
production. California pro­ 
duces 90 percent of the wine, 
raisin and table grapes sold 
in this country, yet they 
produce less than IO percent 
of the world’s grape supply 
and less than four percent of 
its wine.

Thinking about planting a 
tree this springtime? Here 
are 20 tips to tree-buying

I Plan ahead, buy a tree 
that fits your needs. Some 
trees shade, others don’t. 
Some are used for seasonal 
color, others for framing the 
homegrounds.

How you do this is the 
subject of the booklet from 
the National Park Service. It 
tells how 
to take a soil 
sample and gives ideas on 
landscape* planning, as well 
as on selecting and planting 
shrubs and trees. For your

The first thing you need to 
do is take a soil sample. 
Here’s how. Dig a hole or 
trench about two feet deep. 
If the soil 
h asn ’t 
been 
disturbed by building ac­ 
tivity, it will show you a 
profile 
of 
two 
distinct 
layers—the topsoil and the 
subsoil The topsoil should be 
darker in color and have a 
different appearance than 
the subsoil. 
If this is what you see, and 
your soil isn’t littered with 
building debris, you’re ready 
to take the soil samples to be 
tested. If you do get a lot of 
debris, you’ll need to dig up 
the individual planting sites 
to a depth of three or four 
feet and then remove the 
debris.

testing laboratories 
are usually located within

or 
university in your area 
C ontact 
the 
testing 


laboratory for specific in­ 
structions and the carton for 
sending in your sample 
It usually takes about two 
weeks for processing the 
sample, and about one week 
for recommendations to be 
m ade.

The best time to take a soil 
sample is sum m er or fall, 
when the soil’s nutrients are 
most stable. Never sample 
just 
after fertilizing, 
ap­ 
plying lime, or within a day 
of heavy rain. 
When it comes time to 
plant the young trees, no 
m atter what method you 
use. you’ll need to protect 
them from drying wind and 
sun Its best to carry out the 
process at night 


If the plants need to wait 
for the site preparation to be 
finished, they should be 
stored in a 
cool, 
humid 
place. The root ball should 
be covered with moist sand, 
sawdust, peat moss, or soil, 
to prevent dehydration And 
keep the tree or shrub 
wrapped and watered until it 
is well established.

Washing varnished wood 


POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — What is good to use for washing var­ 
nished woodwork? Also I would like to know what to use 
for cleaning marble lamps. One has turned yellow and I 
wonder if I could restore its original color. — MARY P. 
DEAR MARY P. — Usually all you need do to clean 
varnished woodwork is dust with a treated duster and 
occasionally wipe of* with a damp cloth. If it is very dir­ 
ty and you feel it must have a more thorough cleaning, 
such woodwork can be cleaned with a furniture wash 
made by mixing three tablespoons linseed oil, one 
tablespoon turpentine and a quart of hot water. Mix, let 
cool, wring cloth out of this and wash only a small space 
at a time. Dry it with a soft cloth before going on to the 
next space. When finished polish with lemon oil and rub 
with the grain of the wood. 
Are you sure your lamp bases are marble and not 
alabaster? Alabaster is softer, the sun fades it and 
water may remove the finish so it must be treated with 
care. A bit of petroleum jelly can be thoroughly rubbed 
in ever so often. If the lamps are marble talcum powder 
is an effective polish. A thin coat of colorless wax gives 
a nice glow to the marble and makes it more soil resis­ 
tant. Do not tamper with the yellow look or any such dis­ 
coloration as that is a job for a professional. To call such 
a person look in the yellow pages of your telephone book.
